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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following typographical errors: Page 4, 
third paragraph, line 2, "or" which should have been "of 5 for the sentence to make sense; 
page 6, 5 th paragraph, "pf \ Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and 
using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1 and 4-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for abrasive particles wherein the a binding agent of the 
coating being a silicate, does not reasonably provide enablement for any non-silicate binding 
agents. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make the invention commensurate in scope 
with these claims. The instant specification as described enables only silicate binding agent 
as the binding agent for the coating on the abrasive core. There is no guidance or teaching 
as to whether non-silicate binding agents could provide adhesion of the coating to the core 
without affecting the abrasive performance of the particles. And there is no evidence that 
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the complex oxide-coated abrasive particles could maintain adhesion to the coating and 
abrasive properties with any non-silicate binding agents. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the patent 
EP 0532261 ("EP'261") in view of the US patent 6,641,941 ("US'941").* 

Claims 1-13: EP c 261 teaches a coated abrasive particle. See EP'261, claims. The US'941 
teaches a complex oxide of yttria-alumina that provides both good corrosion-resistant and 
high peel strength. See US'941, col. 1, lines 14-17 and col. 2, lines 5-9. Thefore, one having 
ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to replace the coating taught by EP'261 
with the complex oxide taught by US'941 in order to improve adhesion of the coating and 
enhance corrosive resistance to the abrasive particle. 

Claims 14-17: Heat treatment in order to improve adhesion is taught in US'941, at col. 10, 
lines 39-51.
